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Gang told 
attack at 
party was 
disgusting 

A JUDGE has told a gang 
of 10 young men from the 
Welshpool area who gate¬ 
crashed a teenager’s party 
and assaulted guests their 
attack was a “disgusting ep¬ 
isode of violence and dam¬ 
age”. 

Judge Peter Barrie’s com¬ 
ments came as he sentenced 
nine of the 10 involved to 
custodial sentences. 

Seven party guests had 
to be taken to hospital after 
the violence at the house 
party at Maesbrook near 
Oswestry on December 14, 
2012 and £10,000 damage 
was caused. 

Judge Barrie said the 
group had sought revenge 
after two of them were in 
an altercation at the house, 
where about 50 young peo¬ 
ple had been invited to a 
party. 

The judge said: “You 
drove to Welshpool to gather 
your friends and 10 of you 
returned to cause mayhem. 

“A crowbar, wheelbrace 
and bottles were used and 
an axe handle was there as 
well. 

“What ensued was a dis¬ 
gusting episode of violence 
and damage with a trail of 
destruction, seven people 
needing hospital treatment, 
another treated by a para¬ 
medic and another needing 
physiotherapy. ” 

Members of the gang were 
sentenced by Judge Barrie 
at Shrewsbury Crown Court 
on Friday last week.

All libraries 
in county to 
remain open 

ALL Powys libraries will 
remain open but their oper¬ 
ating hours will be reduced 
to save money, the council’s 
cabinet has agreed. 

All branch libraries will 
be maintained in their cur¬ 
rent locations, but the coun¬ 
cil will seek opportunities to 
co-locate the libraries with 
other council or community 
facilities in the area. 

The county council is 
looking to cut library ser¬ 
vice costs by £350,000 in the 
next financial year as part 
of moves to reduce overall 
spending. 

A 20 per cent reduction in 
opening hours and mobile li¬ 
brary changes will be intro¬ 
duced from April 1 next year 
after the recommendations 
were approved by the cabi¬ 
net when it met on Tuesday. 


Plastic is not so fantastic for Diana 



Diana Baur has ditched plastic bags and now uses paper bags when she shops in Chirk 


DIANA Baur is on a one woman mission - to use as 
little plastic in her life as possible. 

The artist, who lives in the Ceiriog Valley near 
Chirk, was appalled when she saw a video of birds 
dying on one of the remotest islands in the world 
because of plastic pollution. 

Sea birds on the Midway Island are dying be¬ 
cause their stomachs are full of plastic they have 
ingested from an area known as the ‘Great Pacific 
Garbage Patch’. 

Mrs Baur was so upset that she decided to make 
a huge change in her life and, less than a month 
into her challenge, she says there have been many 
positives. 

She ordered paper bags in which she can place 
loose items such as vegetables and items from a 
deli rather than the small plastic bags often used 
by stores. 

Mrs Baur has also found that it is much easier to 
shop without plastic by using local shops in Chirk 
rather than a supermarket. 

She said: “I take my large brown paper bags and 
my shopping trolley to the greengrocer in Chirk 
and, when I called at the butcher’s for dog meat, 
he immediately remembered that I was the ‘paper 
bag lady’ so it’s easy visiting a shop the second time 
after explaining once.” 

As well as food Mrs Baur has also changed her 
method of cleaning. 

She said: “The amount of plastic used for clean¬ 
ing items is ridiculous. 

“I have now bought vinegar in a glass bottle and 
bicarb of soda which are performing very well for 
cleaning in the house.” 

“What is very heartening is the feedback I am 
getting on my project, because it’s actually making 
other friends think about it and take action which 
is a superb, an unforeseen effect. 

“Of particular pleasure is the double whammy 
against super big business - if they are selling me 
something encased in plastic I won’t be buying it.” 


REGAL CINEMA 
PLAN IS DASHED 


AMBITIOUS plans to turn a 
former cinema in Oswestry 
into a £500,000 entertainment 
venue have been dashed, 
campaigners have admitted. 

The Regal Project was to have seen 
the old cinema building in Leg Street 
transformed into multi-purpose arts, 
theatre and performance centre. 

But those behind the dream have now admit¬ 
ted that with little prospect of obtaining grant 
funding to buy the building and with a local 
church also putting in a scheme to take it over, 
it was now unlikely to get off the ground. 

Campaigner Chas Nicholson said that since 
the inaugural meeting of the Oswestry Regal 
Project in April last year the scheme had not 
made much headway. 

“In fact it has slipped backwards. Support 
has melted away,” he said. He said that de¬ 
spite a £3,000 grant from the Oswestry local

joint committee being ringfenced for a feasibil¬ 
ity study for the Regal Project, in the end the 
money was not awarded. 

The funding offer was withdrawn over con¬ 
cerns about the sustainability of the project, 
about the move by the project’s cinema arm 
Kinokulture to the Kingswell Centre and about 
the fact that Hope Church had a completed fea¬ 
sibility study as part of its aim to purchase the 
old cinema building. 

Mr Nicholson said the campaigners had been 
“greatly encouraged” in May last year by the 
publication of the Oswestry 2020 Town Plan. 

In the plan the lack of a larger auditorium 
type space in Oswestry was recognised. 

The plan said Oswestry was “often seen as 
the poor relation of smaller Shropshire market 
towns like Market Drayton, Wem and Ludlow, 
which all benefit from such a facility”. Mr Ni¬ 
cholson said the project has approached two 
people in the business community but with no 
positive outcome. He said: “The building is still 


on the market at a sum of £475,000. We do not 
have that sort of money. Oswestry Town Coun¬ 
cil does have it, but despite the vision of the 
Oswestry 2020 Town Plan and the widespread 
expectation that the windfall from the Smith- 
field development would be spent on the town 
centre it will not commit to the project. 

“One day such a facility will be established, 
perhaps as part of Walford and North Shrop¬ 
shire College, though that wouldn’t be in the 
town centre. 

“Until then, Oswestry, the second largest 
town in Shropshire, will continue, as far as the 
performing arts are concerned, to be the ‘poor 
relation’.” 

Speaking for Oswestry Town Council, David 
Preston, town clerk, said: “The Regal Cinema 
project came to a community event in late 2013 
along with other organisations with aspirations 
for future projects. 

“The council said that our door was open to 
all groups but no application for funding has 
been received by the town council from the 
Regal Cinema group. The council acknowledges 
and respects the decision taken.”

Boost in

Jones is accused of caus¬ 
ing the death of Andrew 
Watkins, 59, also from 
Llansantffraid, in a crash 
on the A495 near the village 
of Llanyblodwel on April 2 
this year.

“I went outside and saw that a big 
branch of the the pear tree had come 
down on the roof. 

“We are just waiting now to see if 
the tree has done any damage.” 

Mr Collinson said it was not the first 
time that there had been problems 
with trees in the area. 

“The soil is very shallow here and 
we have had trees fall in the past,” he 
said.

by experts yesterday. (Wednesday)

more time 
allowed to 
shift waste 
from land 

A BUSINESSMAN who 
dumped thousands of 
tonnes of waste from a new 
supermarket on his land 
without a permit has been 
given two more months to 
move it. 

Shrewsbury Crown Court 
was told that Thomas Ed¬ 
ward Jones had already 
moved more than a half of 
the waste that had come 
from building the Tesco de¬ 
velopment in Welshpool. 

After plans to re-use it 
for another Tesco at Cefn 
Mawr fell though the waste 
was taken to Jones’s land at 
Knockin near Oswestry. 

Earlier this year Jones, 
69, of Hopton, Nesscliffe, 
admitted disposing of waste 
without an environmen¬ 
tal licence. He was fined 
£24,000 and ordered to pay 
£45,000 costs as well as to 
dispose of waste properly. 

Judge Peter Barrie was 
told on Friday last week 
that although the waste 
should have been disposed 
by October 6 only between 
a half and two thirds had 
gone. 

Judge Barrie gave Jones 
a further two months and 
adjourned the case until De¬ 
cember 18. 


The furniture had been 
stacked against the door 
in the alleyway at the 
back of the building. 

It happened overnight be¬ 
tween Monday and Tuesday 
last week, investigating of¬ 
ficers have said. 

Officers are concerned be¬ 
cause the alleyway, Clawdd 
Du Passage, has been the 
site of three arson attacks 
in the past 10 weeks. 

A spokeswoman for West 
Mercia Police said: “On this 
occasion there was no evi¬ 
dence of a fire being started, 
but the Oswestry Safer 
Neighbourhood Team went 
to supply reassurance to 
local people.” 

At the start of October 
a family of four had to be 
rescued by firefighters after 
being trapped in a flat in the 
alleyway after their front 
door was blocked by a rub¬ 
bish bin that had been set 
on fire. 

At the end of July, a fire 
was started in a bin in the 
alleyway which had been 
pushed up against the fire 
exit of the British Heart 
Foundation shop. 

Three members of staff 
had to be treated for smoke 
inhalation. 

West Mercia Police said 
a second fire was started at 
about the same time in the 
neighbouring street, Willow 
Street. 

On that occasion a mem¬ 
ber of the public saw a bin 
“smoking” and the fire was 
extinguished by fire officers 
before it could properly take 
hold. Anyone with informa¬ 
tion about any of these in¬ 
cidents is asked to contact 
Oswestry police on 101.

One of those who claims he will fall foul 
of the proposals is Mark Higgins who runs 
Berwyn Cars. 

“I have just bought a fully wheelchair ac¬ 
cessible taxi - but it is white,” he said. 

“It would cost about £4,000 to change the 
colour, which is money I don’t have.” 

“For most people it will mean changing 
their vehicle. 

“With the economy at it is at the moment 
this is something that will be the last straw 
for a lot of taxi drivers. They will be forced 
out of business.” 

Both he and Nicholas Cox of Oswestry 
Cabs said that having to have every taxi 
wheelchair accessible rather than one in a 
fleet is a nonsense. 

Mr Cox said: “I have a saloon car and a 
wheelchair accessible mini bus. For many 
of my elderly or disabled customers, get¬ 
ting into any wheelchair accessible vehi¬ 
cle would be near impossible because they 
would have to step up into it.” 

They said the ruling would also affect 
many customers who do use wheelchairs. 

“I have a regular customer who uses a 
wheelchair but who transfers out of her 
wheelchair and into an ordinary seat in one 
of our taxis. The wheelchair is then folded 
up and put in the boot,” Mr Higgins said. 

“She would not be able to transfer into 
the wheelchair accessible vehicle and I 
know she would hate to sit in her wheel¬ 
chair in the back of it.” 

Drivers are also concerned about the pro¬ 
posed policy’s views on emissions. The draft 
policy says vehicles of new or renewing li¬ 
cences between 2015 and 2017 will have to 
comply with ‘Euro 4’ emission standards 
then ‘Euro 5’ until 2018 and ‘Euro 6’ after 
that. 

“As far as we understand there are no 
taxis produced at the moment that comply 
to ‘Euro 6’ ,” Mr Higgins said. 


Peace protest staged in town

A PEACEFUL protest march against Is¬ 
lamic State militants has been staged in 
Oswestry. 

The march was led around the streets 
by Alex Sevim, a Kurd from Turkey who 
emigrated to the UK 10 years ago and now 
works in the town. 

Mr Sevim organised the protest as he said 
he is very concerned about his family who 
still live in Turkey, close to where Islamic 
State is currently active. 

He said: “The same problems which 
brought me to Britain are there now. 

“I am a Kurd. I was born in Kurdistan 
but I didn’t want to join the army in Turkey 
to kill my own people. I didn’t want to go to 
military service. Now it’s a problem not just 


in Turkey, it’s across the Middle East for 
Turks, Kurds, the British and Americans 
and now I feel that no one cares about it.” 

Saturday’s protest was the second Mr 
Sevim had been involved with in recent 
weeks. 

He said: “We demonstrated in Liverpool. 

“We were 500 people and we walked on 
the main street of the shopping centres. We 
had British and Kurdish flags, lots of people 
from local towns joined us. 

“There are many things we can do. 

“We can write to David Cameron asking 
him to support the Kurdish people or do¬ 
nate to the Kurdish Red Crescent charity 
which is supplying food, medicine and shel¬ 
ter.”

Suspended 
prison term 
for assault 

A MAN who left his victim with multiple 
fractures after punching him once has 
been spared immediate custody. 

The attack, almost three years ago, left 
Tony Jones with serious damage to his nose 
and eye socket. 

Robert Davies was given a 21-month 
prison sentence, suspended for two years, 
when he appeared at Shrewsbury Crown 
Court on Monday. 

Davies, 39, had been convicted of in¬ 
flicting grievous bodily harm on Mr Jones 
after a trial. Davies, of Cae Melin Avenue, 
Oswestry, was also put on supervision for a 
year, must attend a reducing violence pro¬ 
gramme and complete 250 hours unpaid 
work. 

In addition Davies was ordered to pay 
£3,000 compensation to Mr Jones, £500 
towards court costs and has been banned 
from the George pub on Bailey Head in 
Oswestry for two years.

ings had been taken by the venue yet 
for next year. 

He said the trustees are planning to hold 
a public meeting once they have received 
replies to their request for advice. 

“We have been to a meeting with envi¬ 
ronmental health, police, the trustees and 
licensing officers on the best way to move 
forward,” he said.

Many of the complaints received by the 
Llanfyllin Workhouse stemmed from the 
Dirty Weekend Festival, which was held at 
the venue from September 5 to 7. 

Councillors and Llanfyllin residents had 
raised concerns over the festival before it 
took place, and afterwards complained 
about the noise and disturbance caused by 
festival-goers and the acts. 

Following the event, trustees apologised 
for the trouble the events had caused and 
promised they would be more considerate 
of their neighbours in future bookings. 

A team of volunteers is working to fur¬ 
ther develop the historic Victorian work- 
house into an arts, tourist and cultural 
centre.

THE CHRONICLE 

SAYS 


The number of Shropshire pa¬ 
tients who fail to show for hos¬ 
pital appointments is staggering. 

And the losses incurred by lo¬ 
cal health providers because of 
that is truly remarkable. 

More than £15 million goes 
straight down the drain because 
around 80 patients per day do 
not keep their hospital appoint¬ 
ments. 

In an era of austerity, job cuts 
and pay freezes, of industrial ac¬ 
tion and unit closures, it beggars 
belief. 

Of course, there may be per¬ 
fectly good reasons why people 
do not attend appointments. 

They may have regained their 
health and no longer have any 
need for care. 

They may have other matters 
to attend to, which are more ur¬ 
gent. 

They may, in some cases, 
have become too ill to attend. 

However, none of the above 
removes from individual patients 
the responsibility to let their hos¬ 
pital know. 

In an age of fast communica¬ 
tion, of internet and texting, of 
mobile phones and digital tech¬ 
nology, almost no patient can 
truly claim to have been unable 
to make that call, send that email 
or transmit that text. 

As a society we need a whole¬ 
sale change in attitudes. 

It is no good thinking that the 
money paid through our taxes 
entitles us to waste NHS time. 

It does not. 

Resources are precious and 
valuable, including the resource 
of time. 

In recent times, the future of 
the NHS has been at the heart of 
current affairs. 

The Labour and Conservative 
parties both unveiled plans for 
our health service during their 
recent conferences. 

And health workers also took 
the unusual step of industrial ac¬ 
tion in a row over pay. 

It is not difficult to imagine 
how a spare £15 million might be 
spent. 

The pay increases sought by 
nurses and doctors may well 
have been covered locally, the 
cost of new equipment could 
have been met, the fees for par¬ 
ticular treatments or expensive, 
life-saving drugs may also have 
been found from it. 

Health bosses have hit out at 
the level of waste. 

They are right to do so. 

While public servants normally 
choose not to offer opinion, it is 
heartening to hear the hospital 
administrators who have pointed 
out the real costs of missed ap¬ 
pointments. 

It is no good the nation calling 
for more investment, improve¬ 
ments to service and higher 
wages - only to squander mil¬ 
lions of pounds. 

The message is simple: ap¬ 
pointments should be stuck to, 
we are responsible for informing 
others if they are not.

GEORGE Orwell’s famous 
quote from his novel 1984 
seems to have become reality 
as our every move, from walk¬ 
ing through town to driving on 
motorways, is monitored by 
CCTV cameras. 

Some people resent the intrusion, 
saying that Orwell’s nightmare Big 
Brother vision of a future where a 
sinister hidden authority telling us 
how to live, and punishes those who 
step out of line, is coming true. 

Others say the cameras are there to 
protect those most at risk - and if you 
don’t like it, what have you got to hide? 

This week I felt like a character in his 
novel as I walked through Oswestry. 

Comforted 

But rather than feeling threatened, I 
felt strangely comforted by the fact that 
cameras were following my every move. 

Oswestry’s CCTV was first installed 
at the turn of the millennium thanks to 
funding from Oswestry Town Council 
and the then Oswestry Borough Council. 

At the time Oswestry was known for 
problems with late night anti-social be¬ 
haviour, from windows being smashed 
to fights in the street. When the cameras 
were turned on the number of incidents 
decreased dramatically. 

Housed in a room at Oswestry Police 
Station, it became a model for others 
across Britain to follow, staffed as it was 
by volunteers. 

The town’s CCTV system has now been 
updated, thanks to funding agreements 
from West Mercia Police crime commis-

sioner Bill Longmore and Oswestry 
Town Council. 

Mr Longmore visited the new set-up 
last week to officially open the new-look 
system. 

A bank of flat screen monitors now 
display incredibly sharp images from 
the 15 wireless free cameras that cover 
almost all of the town centre streets and 
also Cae Glas Park and the bus station. 

The original system cost £112,000 
to install in 2000, money well spent 
Oswestry Mayor Councillor John Ga¬ 
reth Jones said. 

Controversy 

“I remember the controversy at the 
time over whether that money should 
be invested in a CCTV system,” he said. 

“Since then there have been more 
than 10,000 incidents that have re¬ 


sulted in 2,500 arrests. It is keeping 
people safe and reducing crime.” 

One of the most noticeable improve¬ 
ments in the new CCTV system is the 
clarity from the cameras at night. 

Dated 

Jim Stafford, Oswestry’s former po¬ 
lice inspector, now CCTV coordinator 
said: “The old system was good at the 
time but had become dated. 

“The difference in the detail is in¬ 
credible and the cameras are brilliant 
at night as well. 

“There is also no time lapse as there 
was before so there are no worries 
about missing a vital second of filming.” 

“In the past we could only record two 
cameras at a time. 

“Now all the town centre camera are 
recording, in real time, 24 hours a day 


and that film is then kept for 30 days.” 

Extending the new CCTV system will 
also be far easier. 

Mr Stafford said: “Because the old 
cameras were on fibre optic cables add¬ 
ing a new one would have cost about 
£ 8 , 000 . 

“These work on wifi and so all you are 
looking at is the cost of the camera. It 
means that expanding the system is rel¬ 
atively simple.” 

Now more volunteers who can give as 
little as a couple of hours a week, day¬ 
time or evening, are needed. 

Volunteers 

Sisters Jill Whitby from Whittington 
and Diane Adlington from Trefonen are 
volunteers. 

Diane said: “We always go along at the 
same time and so it is a good chance to 
catch up with each other, as well as get¬ 
ting an insight into the town. 

“Whether its shoplifting or an old 
chap falling over in the street, we can 
alert the right people very quickly.” 

“There are the fights of course and 
also people who are drunk who may 
have been asked to leave a pub. 

“We are connected to the pub watch 
radio link and so we can follow that per¬ 
son and warn any licensed premises he 
or she may be on their way to. 

“There are sometimes young women 
who are making their way across town 
on their own that we just keep an eye 
on.” 

“Christmas Live and the Christmas 
Parade bring hundreds of people into 
the town centre. 

“We are always on the look-out for 
pickpockets who might take advantage 
of the crowds.” 

After my walk around town I popped 
back into the control to see the film. 

And what I saw was amazing although 
a little scary. 

Almost my every move was on film. 

I will be very aware that when I am in 
Oswestry, not Big Brother but volunteer 
CCTV operators are watching me.

Yet again, I find myself drawn 
to write about the NHS. 

In particular, the performance 
of the Welsh Government in de¬ 
livering care for my Montgom¬ 
eryshire constituents, and the 
impact this has on hospital ser¬ 
vices available in England. 

Unfortunately there is much 
unhelpful misinformation sur¬ 
rounding this debate at present. 
I will touch on just three aspects. 

Firstly, over recent days, there 
has been huge attention given to 
the fact that five times as many 
Welsh patients are ‘sent to Eng¬ 
land’ for treatment than English 
patients being sent the other 
way. So what? 

This is not a weakness in any 
way. For always, Welsh patients 
have been treated in English 
hospitals - because it’s the best 
and most convenient location. 

The outstanding Robert Jones 
and Agnes Hunt Hospital at 
Gobowen provides excellent or¬ 
thopaedic services to the whole 
of North and Mid Wales. 

In addition, the funding trans¬ 
fer that goes with the patients is 
important to the finances and in¬ 
tegrity of English hospitals. 

Secondly, there remain calls 
for a new District General Hospi¬ 
tal in Mid Wales. 

This is never going to happen. 

There are not remotely enough 
people to justify a new hospital. 

But what we do want in Mont¬ 
gomeryshire is better use of our 
community hospitals. 

We need Newtown Hospital to 
have 24 hour access for minor 
injuries. 

And we need either Newtown 
or Welshpool to be designated 
an Urgent Care Centre, dealing 
with those being taken to Shrop¬ 
shire A&E who do not need to be. 

And thirdly, we need more 
transparency in the Wales NHS. 

In England there has been a 
full scale inquiry into the delivery 
of NHS services. 

Sometimes this has been 
deeply uncomfortable for clini¬ 
cians and managers and politi¬ 
cians. But it’s the right approach. 
It’s only through transparency 
that we will secure improved 
service. We must never forget 
that what’s most important is the 
delivery of healthcare services in 
as an effective, cost efficient and 
professional way as possible for 
the benefits of patients.

WHAT HAPPENS IF MY FATHER CANNOT PAY OFF ALL HIS DEBTS BEFORE HE DIES? 

Q: My father ran a successful business until his late-fifties when he took on a partner who ruined the company and left my father with a 
substantial debt. Although he currently manages to meet the monthly repayments I am worried what might happen if he dies before the full amount 
is repaid. Will the debt die with him or could my mother or I inherit it? 

A: Generally speaking when someone dies any outstanding debts are paid by their estate. If there is insufficient money in the estate to cover the 
deceased’s liabilities they get written off. There are however some exceptions to the general rule. 

If, for example, your father’s debt was unsecured and in joint names with your mother, then your mother may have signed a ‘joint and several 
liability agreement’ when the debt was taken out. This being the case your mother would be liable to repay the outstanding balance of the debt if 
your father died. 

If the debt involves a joint mortgage, the outcome would depend on whether your parents signed the agreement as beneficial joint tenants or 
as tenants in common. As beneficial joint tenants they will both own the whole of their property and if one of them passes away the other will 
automatically become the sole owner. If they are tenants in common and one of them dies, then the deceased’s share may form part of their estate. 
However, a beneficial joint tenancy can automatically change into a non-reversible tenants in common agreement if one party has a debt problem 
that involves the property. 

Historic debts can cause serious complications when someone dies and it is essential that monies are paid out in a certain order after probate has 
been granted. Such situations need very careful handling and a solicitor should be consulted as early as possible.

The condition of circus 
animals, however, is con¬ 
stantly being monitored and 
I do not believe for a second 
that you can train these 
creatures with cruelty, even 
if it were permitted. 

They have a good diet, 
and healthcare. 

And, in my book, a great 
deal of dignity.

Thugs are sentenced for 
violence at house party

MEMBERS of a violent gang have 
been sentenced for their roles in 
an attack at a teenager’s house 
party near Oswestry. 

The 10 thugs gatecrashed the party 
at Maesbrook on December 14, 2012, 
and attacked guests, leaving seven 
people in hospital. All but one of the men 
received custodial sentences from Judge 
Peter Barrie at Shrewsbury Crown Court 
on Friday last week. 

Richard Rogers, 19, of Bronwylfa Road, 
Welshpool, was found guilty at an earlier 
hearing of violent disorder, dangerous 
driving and possessing an axe handle as a 
weapon. He was sentenced to 30 months in 
a young offenders’ institute. 

Frankie Jones, 19, of Marche Lane, Half¬ 
way House, was given a 22-month young 
offenders order after admitting violent dis¬ 
order. 

Also given 22 months was Joshua Parry, 
21, of Gungrog Road, Welshpool, who ad¬ 
mitted violent disorder and had used a 
crowbar to smash up furniture. 

He and Sam Williams, 20, of Gungrog 
Hill, had been involved in a fight at the 
Dolphin Pub in Llanymynech only a month 
before. 

Judge Barrie said that because Williams 
was still serving a two-year sentence for 
that offence he was imposing only a 12- 
month custodial order. 

Ashley Pedrini, 19, of High Street, 
Welshpool, was sentenced to 20 months in 
a young offenders’ institution. He admitted 
violent disorder. 

Judge Barry jailed Ryan Griffiths, 23, of 
Croft Road, Welshpool and Huw Jones, 23,

of Gungrog Hill, Welshpool, for two years. 

He said Griffiths had played a whole¬ 
hearted part in the violence, headbutting 
and then hitting someone several times 
with a bottle while Huw Jones, who had 
been celebrating his birthday on that day, 
had thrown punches. 

The court was told Griffiths, who pleaded 
guilty to violent disorder, had since held 


down a job and played for Welshpool Rugby 
Club. 

Huw Jones, who denied the offence, had 
successfully battled a drug addiction, the 
court heard. 

Huw Glyn Jones, 19, of Orchard Green, 
Llanymynech, and Stafford Jones, 20, of 
Llanidloes Road, Newtown, were both given 
18 months in a young offenders’ institution 


for violent disorder. Both were convicted 
after trial. 

The only defendant not to be given a cus¬ 
todial order was Thomas Herbert, 22, of 
Park Caradoc, Trewern. 

He had opted to be remanded in custody 
after pleading guilty to violent disorder and 
had spent nine months in prison. He was 
given a 12-month community order. 


Surgeon 

welcomes 

pioneering 

research 

A FORMER director at the 
Midlands Centre for Spinal 
Injuries at Gobowen who 
played his part in research 
work that led to a paralysed 
man being able to walk 
again says the work should 
help others. 

Polish fireman Darek Fi- 
dyka underwent a pioneer¬ 
ing therapy that involved 
transplanting cells from his 
nasal cavity into his spinal 
cord. He was paralysed from 
the chest down in a knife at¬ 
tack in 2010. 

The treatment, a world 
first, was carried out by 
surgeons in Poland in col¬ 
laboration with scientists in 
London. 

Professor Wagih El Masri 
travelled to Poland earlier 
this month as an independ¬ 
ent assessor to the research 
and the therapy and met Mr 
Fidyka. 

“He is delighted with the 
improvement and that is 
wonderful. I was pleased 
with his state-of-mind,” he 
said. 

“I do believe that there is 
a definite, modest, clinical 
and neurological improve¬ 
ment and that there are 
compelling reasons to pur¬ 
sue the research. 

“However, I would want 
to see how much benefit 
there is in not only the short 
term but also the medium 
and the long term.” 

“The research needs to be 
completed with a few more 
patients to give a better in¬ 
dication of how important 
this is.”

Public are urged to attend 
council gas drilling debate 


CAMPAIGNERS against gas drilling plans in 
Dudleston Heath near Ellesmere are urging 
people to attend a crunch planning meeting. 

A special meeting of the North Planning Commit¬ 
tee will take place tomorrow (Friday) to decide on 
whether permission should be granted for Dart En¬ 
ergy’s plans to drill a temporary coal-bed methane 
exploratory borehole. 

Councillors decided to call 
the meeting to deal with the 
proposal separately to other 
planning applications, after 
realising the local concern 
and interest in the plans. 

The bid has been recom¬ 
mended for approval by 
planning officers despite 
more than 500 letters of ob¬ 
jection. 

Chris Hesketh, a spokes¬ 
man for action group Frack- 
Free Dudleston, which has 
been objecting to the pro¬ 
ject, said it could go either 
way and urged people to 
come out and show their 
support. 

“Whenever people ask me 
I say it’s going to be 50-50,” 
he said. 

“I would like to say I’m 
100 per cent certain that it 
will be refused but I am a 
realist and I am approach¬ 
ing this from a logical per¬ 
spective. 

“But I am confident, and I 
do think we have very good 
reasons for refusal.” 

He added: “I think a 
lot (of applications) were 
passed when we didn’t know 


so much about the process 
or the health risks and other 
things. But now we are clear 
on it all we should be able to 
confidently refuse.” 

There were fears that 
the energy firm wanted to 
use the site for fracking - 
the controversial process of 
blasting high pressured jets 
of water into underground 
rock to free gas deposits. 

But Dart Energy has since 
made it clear it has no plans 
to do this. 

Mr Hesketh has called on 
campaigners to attend the 
meeting. 

He said: “It is always good 
for people to come and show 
that it is an issue to them. 

“If there are local peo¬ 
ple there objecting to the 
plans, it makes the council¬ 
lors realise that they aren’t 
making the decision anony¬ 
mously and without effect, 
there are actually people 
that it will concern.” 

The application will be 
discussed at 2.30pm at 
Shirehall in Shrewsbury.

Geoffrey Seed’s hero in his novels A Place of Strangers and The Convenience 
of Lies is television reporter Francis McCall, who lives in Shropshire. 

The character’s adventures in a world of spies, double agents and corrupt politicians 
have taken the novels into first and second pla ge in the Amazon bestsellers list for political 

Mr Seed, 65, a former television producer, 
said: “Writing is a lonely old business. It is 
very gratifying to know that readers are en¬ 
joying the end result.” 

The novels are partly based on Mr Seed’s 
own experiences on documentary pro¬ 
grammes like BBC’s Panorama and World 
in Action. 

He is currently researching a third book 
featuring the murderous cocaine trade 
which he investigated in Colombia.

THE Welsh Government 
should be more involved 
in proposed changes to the 
health service in Shrop¬ 
shire, an Assembly Member 
has said. 

Russell George, AM for 
Montgomeryshire, has 
called on the Assembly to 
ensure that residents from 
Mid Wales who use Shrop¬ 
shire’s hospitals and other 
medical services are not 
treated like “second class” 
citizens. 

Mr George said: “It is es¬ 
sential that the Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment is fully involved in 
decisions across the border 
which affect residents in 
Mid Wales, many of whom 
rely on health services pro¬ 
vided in Shropshire. 

“The changes in England 
are likely to result in more 
local, personalised services 
for those with urgent but 
non-life threatening condi¬ 
tions but this doesn’t seem 
to be the intention in Wales. 

“If we’re not careful, res¬ 
idents of Mid Wales will be 
disadvantaged so I want to 
see the Welsh Government 
involved at an early stage 
to ensure that Mid Wales 
is treated equitably and 
doesn’t lose out.” 

NHS Shropshire and the 
NHS in the rest of England 
is currently carrying out a 
review into the way it deliv¬ 
ers emergency, non-urgent 
and specialist care.

SHROPSHIRE Council’s 
approach to guiding devel¬ 
opment in towns and vil¬ 
lages could be challenged 
in the future as being too 
simplistic. 

The warning comes from 
planning consultant Helen 
Howie at Berrys who be¬ 
lieves the ‘planning by 
numbers’ exercise parish 
councils are encouraged 
to complete by Shropshire 
Council may not fit national 
planning policy. 

Council planning chiefs 
today insisted Shropshire 
Council takes ‘a positive 
approach’ to supporting sus¬ 
tainable developments. 

But Mrs Howie said: 
“This numbers game may 
no longer prove acceptable. 

“Evidence from other 
local authorities suggests 
that the Planning Inspec¬ 
torate is clamping down on 
this simplistic approach to 
planning.” 

Shropshire Council has 
encouraged villages to 
choose the number of new 
houses they wish to accept 
over the next 11 years, up 
until 2026. 

Whether this ‘housing 
guideline’ is for 50 or 500 
houses, the local councils 
clearly expect it to be a line 
in the sand beyond which 
they do not wish to go. 

But Mrs Howie today 
warned the policy may not 
stand up to legal scrutiny, 
making it easier for devel¬ 
opers to go to appeal to push 
through developments that 
are not wanted.

A SEVERELY disabled man who has been caught up in the removal 
of the spare room subsidy - known as the bedroom tax - has claimed 
the rules discriminate against those who have to living in specially 
built or adapted houses. 

Roy Scott, 39, a quadriplegic since a motorbike crash when he was just 19, 
lives in a house in Harlech Close in Oswestry, which has been adapted for his 

and has to have a carer 
home overnight. 

But for the past 18 months he has seen 
money deducted from his benefits because 
the five-bedroom house is seen as having too 
many rooms. 

Now he has taken his plight to MP Owen 
Paterson, who has agreed to put his case 
to Shropshire Council and the Secretary of 
State for Work and Pensions. 

Mr Scott said the government had not 
thought about those with disabilities when 
bringing in the rules. 

He said: “Although I am deemed to have 
a spare room, my housing association and 
Shropshire Council do not have any suitable 
properties for me and my family to downsize 
to. 

“This means that I, along with many oth¬ 
ers in a similar situation, have my housing 
benefit reduced by 14 per cent. How do I 
downsize into a smaller, adapted property 
if there aren’t any available?” 

He said the Affordable Homes Bill would 
scrap some of the most unfair parts of the 
spare room subsidy by ensuring people 
would be exempted only if there were not 
suitable properties to downsize to. 

“Because I am quadriplegic I have to have 
a downstairs bedroom and specially adapted 
kitchen and shower room. Doors also have 
to be wider to allow wheelchair access and 
there has to be access to the front door,” he 
said.

Welsh competition

LLANFYLLIN’S Lonely Tree has been named Welsh Tree 
of the Year. 

The Woodland Trust was searching for “the most lova¬ 
ble tree, a tree with a story that can bring the community 
together”. 

And after being announced as the winner of the compe¬ 
tition the tree will now be Wales’s representative in next 
year’s European Tree of the Year competition. The tree lies 
on land owned by the family of town and county councillor 
Peter Lewis, who is a member of the Lonely Tree commit¬ 
tee and put the tree forward for the accolade. 

The Scots Pine had surveyed the Llanfyllin landscape 
for at least 150 years. But it was brought down by lOOmph 
winds that battered Wales in February. 

A committee was set up to try to save the tree, and volun¬ 
teers covered two ‘tap roots’ keeping it alive with 30 tonnes 
of soil. Councillor Lewis said he was delighted the tree had 
won the competition. He said the win showed how impor¬ 
tant the tree was to the community of Llanfyllin. 


AN Oswestry firm’s groundbreaking cam¬ 
paign to cut knife crime has gained the back¬ 
ing of police in Lancashire. 

Lancashire Constabulary has joined forces with 
the Save a Life, Surrender Your Knife campaign 
based at the British Ironworks Centre in Oswestry 
as the force conducts its own knife amnesty. 

Since the force’s amnesty began at the end of August, 
more than 500 knives have been handed in across the 
county Officers have now 
given their backing to the 
British Ironwork Centre’s 
campaign and will be donat¬ 
ing the knives they collect to 
the centre. 

The centre is creating 
bespoke knife banks for 
the areas of greatest need 
throughout the UK. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Steve Dowson, of Lanca¬ 
shire Police Force, said: “We 
are keen to raise awareness 
of the devastating impact of 
knife crime and to reduce 
the number of families af¬ 
fected. 

“While projects encourag¬ 
ing the surrender of knives 
are not a single solution to 
violence, they have an im¬ 
portant role to play in in¬ 
spiring communities to get 
behind education and pre¬ 
ventative measures.” 

The project is uniting the 
efforts of families affected 
by knife crime, community 
groups and police forces 
throughout the country. 

All the knives which are 
collected by the campaign 
will be used to create a 20 
feet high guardian angel 
sculpture in memory of 
those who have died as a re¬ 
sult of knife crime. 

Clive Knowles, chairman 
of the British Ironwork Cen¬ 
tre, said: “We are delighted 
to have been approached by 
Lancashire Police and to be 
able to work in partnership 
with them and their local 
communities in the ongoing 
fight against knife crime. 

“We are incredibly grate¬ 
ful for their offer to donate 
the knives that they collect 
during their amnesty to¬ 
wards the creation of the 
Guardian Angel statue, 
which will represent the cul¬ 
mination of our project, and 
will symbolise the nation’s 
stand against this tragic 
topic.”

More savings needed, councillors told 


MORE than £11 million in savings 
have been made by Powys County 
Council during the current financial 
year - but almost £6 million more 
need to be found over the next five 
months to meet targets. 

Powys County Council made two- 
thirds of its planned savings for 
2014/15 - £11.7 million - by September 
23, a meeting of the authority’s cabi¬ 
net was told. 

The figure was a £537,000 increase 
from the last briefing councillors were 
given in July. 

Some council departments such as 


leisure and recreation and business 
services have already met their sav¬ 
ings targets for the year. 

But others such as recycling, cor¬ 
porate and unallocated and adult 
care still have to save £1.882 million 
£1.821 million and £1.347 million re¬ 
spectively. 

The council’s budget was set in 
March and included £17.576 million 
of savings. 

It leaves £5.876 million in savings to 
be found by the spring for the budget 
target to be met. 

The budget is currently showing a 


projected overspend of £2.512 million 
by the end of the financial year, coun¬ 
cillors were told. 

In the recycling department, the 
largest areas of saving that are still to 
be achieved relate to waste collection 
efficiency and fleet transformation but 
there is confidence that the overall tar¬ 
get will be achieved by the end of the 
year. 

In adult care, the majority of the 
remaining services are planned for 
the last part of the financial year. The 
cabinet noted the the financial reports 
during the meeting on Tuesday.

NEW partnerships between schools are “essential” to secure their 
future amid fears of a crisis over falling pupil numbers. 

That’s the view of Councillor Ann Hartley, Shropshire Council’s cabinet 
member for children’s services, who said school leaders would have to “think 
outside the box” to survive. 

It comes after Shropshire’s first all-through school opened in St Martins,near Oswestry, 

-last month following the 

“ merger of the village’s sec¬ 
ondary and primary schools. 

And the warning also 
comes after a charitable 
trust was set up between 
Market Drayton’s in¬ 
fant, junior and secondary 
schools which governors 
hope will encourage closer 
working and more commu¬ 
nity involvement while a 
multi-academy trust has 
been set up between pri¬ 
mary schools in Morville 
and Coalbrookdale. 

A report released in 
September warned some 
schools in Shropshire could 
be in danger of closure as 
pupil numbers fall in com¬ 
ing years. 

The findings suggested 
that the future of primary 
and secondary schools 
could be a collaborative 
model including federations 
or multi-academy trusts 
where staff and facilities are 
shared between neighbour¬ 
ing sites. 

Councillor Hartley said 
Shropshire was currently 
bucking the trend nation¬ 
ally, which is seeing schools 
outside the county full to 
capacity and struggling to 
accommodate pupils. 

She said: “Schools work¬ 
ing together is essential 
because a real issue in 
Shropshire is falling school 
rolls, which needs address¬ 
ing. 

“It is a real problem in 
Shropshire. 

“The county is bucking 
the trend nationally, where 
other schools are full to ca¬ 
pacity and are having real 
problems accommodating 
children. 

“A lot of work has already 
been done at Shropshire 
Council to remedy it.” 

She added: “But to deal 
with falling rolls, more 
schools need to think out¬ 
side the box. 

“All sorts of schools are 
talking to each other at 
the moment which will put 
them and Shropshire in a 
good place. 

“Part of the problem is 
that Shropshire has an age¬ 
ing population and a lot of 
young families are moving 
out of the county.” 

All schools under Shrop¬ 
shire Council’s control re¬ 
cently received an email 
detailing the findings of the 
Shropshire Schools Forum 
Sustainability Task and 
Finish Group and the Ad¬ 
ministration Schools Sus¬ 
tainability Task and Finish 
Group. 

The recent report has 
warned school governors 
need to act now as pupil 
numbers, and therefore 
funding, takes a nose dive.

Expensive loaf is star of the show at food festival 


THE world’s most expensive loaf 
made with 24-carat gold and cham¬ 
pagne was the star attraction at a food 
festival which attracted thousands of 
people.

“The golden bread is not something 
you would necessarily want every day 
but for a special occasion it’s got a 


bit of wow factor to it.” The festival 
also saw the launch of a new bursary 
scheme funded by Hamper Llangollen. 
Five scholarships of £250 will be given 
to catering students at Coleg Cambria. 

Coleg Cambria principal and chief 
executive David Jones said: “We are 
delighted that the Hamper Llangollen 
committee have decided to help young 
people in this way. It’s extremely gen¬ 
erous and we want to use that money 
to maximise its benefit.”

A BRANCH of the Citizens 
Advice Bureau which was 
among the first 200 in Brit¬ 
ain to open its doors follow¬ 
ing the outbreak of World 
War Two has reached its 
75th anniversary. 

The offices in Arthur 
Street in Oswestry opened 
in 1939 and is still open to 
the public today. 

Jackie Jeffrey, chief ex¬ 
ecutive of Citizens Advice 
Shropshire, said the land¬ 
mark anniversary was im¬ 
portant for the town and she 
paid tribute to the help the 
charity has given to people 
over several decades. 

She said: “Oswestry is 
part of Citizens Advice 
Shropshire. 

“It is still offering advice 
and guidance today, along 
with offices in Shrewsbury 
and Ludlow. 

“The first bureaux were 
set up by the Government 
but run by volunteers when 
war broke out. 

“They were helping peo¬ 
ple with things like lost ra¬ 
tion books and evacuations, 
problems which are firmly 
in the past now.” 

She added: “While this is 
an incredible milestone for 
our charity, the 75th anni¬ 
versary celebrations will be 
low key because we count 
every penny we receive and 
direct it all to benefit our 
clients. 

“Many people don’t re¬ 
alise that we are a charity 
and although some of our 
income is from grants we 
rely on donations for our 
existence.” 

Last year Citizens Advice 
Shropshire, one of over 330 
bureaux across the country, 
helped around 8,000 Shrop¬ 
shire residents, and more 
than £2million was saved 
by helping prevent families 
becoming homeless. 

Nationally, Citizens Ad¬ 
vice celebrated its 75th 
bi rthday on September 4.

It comes as it was re¬ 
vealed there were 200 cases 
of physical and verbal abuse 
against ambulance staff re¬ 
ported in the West Midlands 
last year. 

Of those, nearly half took 
place in the West Mercia 
area which covers Shrop¬ 
shire, bosses have said, with 
30 cases of physical assault 
and 52 occasions where a 
paramedic was verbally 
abused or threatened. 

So far this year, since 
April there have been eight 
physical assaults and 38 
cases of verbal abuse. 

Mr Elliker said the latest 
figures released by West 
Midlands Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice showed a “depressing 
trend of violence and ag¬ 
gression” against its staff. 

The on-going situa¬ 
tion has sparked a call for 
tougher sentencing by the 
service’s chief executive 
Anthony Marsh and Uni¬ 
son regional organiser Ray 
Salmon. 

It has prompted a week of 
campaigning under the ban¬ 
ner “Under Attack” by the 
999 service aimed at high¬ 
lighting the issues faced by 
its staff. 

Calling for tougher ac¬ 
tion, Mr Elliker said: “I get 
frustrated sometimes if I’m 
being honest with the out¬ 
come of a criminal prosecu¬ 
tion because there’s always 
mitigation. 

“Some of that mitigation 
may be something totally 
out of character. They had 
to drink. They took some 
drugs. 

“I have a very simplistic 
view - they had a choice, 
they decided to drink. 

“Our members of staff 
who attended never had a 
choice, they had to go be¬ 
cause they had called 999.”

Those worries were ech¬ 
oed by county health bosses 
after the West Midlands 
Ambulance Service said that 
39 ambulances were delayed 
at Wrexham Maelor Hospi¬ 
tal for an hour or more in 
the last six months - involv¬ 
ing 15 per cent of the Shrop¬ 
shire patients who were 
taken to the hospital. 

Mr Tim Lynch, a direc¬ 
tor for the Betsi Cadwaladr 
University Health Board 
which runs Wrexham Mae¬ 
lor Hospital, said the delay 
was because there were 
times when the emergency 
department was so full 
more patients could not be 
brought in safely. 

He said: “First, can I apol¬ 
ogise to anyone, patient or 
ambulance crew, who has 
been caught up in a delay at 
one of our hospitals. 

“We do experience peaks 
in demand, and when a 
number of cases arrive in 
quick succession, at a time 
when the emergency de¬ 
partment is already busy, 
there are times when we 
cannot safely bring patients 
straight into the depart¬ 
ment. 

“This will generally be¬ 
cause we first need to trans¬ 
fer patients from the trolley 
bays in the emergency de¬ 
partment up to wards and 
there may be delays while 
patients are moved else¬ 
where in the hospital and 
bed spaces are prepared on 
the appropriate wards. 

“The pressure on the sys¬ 
tem has become more in¬ 
tense in recent years. 

“There are many reasons 
for this including an in¬ 
crease in the complexity of 
the cases coming in to our 
emergency department.” 

Mr Lynch said the hospi¬ 
tal was also seeing rising 
numbers of patients who are 
seriously unwell, but where 
the causes of this are not im¬ 
mediately apparent.

Sewerage 
upgrades 
in village 
finished 

A £2 MILLION project to 
build a new pumping sta¬ 
tion and bigger sewers in a 
village has been completed. 

The work by Severn Trent 
Water has been carried out 
to improve the sewerage sys¬ 
tem in Meifod near Welsh¬ 
pool.

He said: “The sewage 
pumping stations in Meifod 
and Foel have been serv¬ 
ing the community well for 
years, but they had started 
to get old and were coming 
to the end of their life. 

“We know the old pump¬ 
ing stations in the area have 
struggled lately and this has 
meant several homes nearby 
have been disrupted, often 
late at night by us having to 
do unplanned maintenance 
work.

A GIPSY and traveller site 
near Oswestry which has 
been in use for more than 
30 years is to get a facelift. 

The Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil-run site at Park Hall 
is set to be redeveloped to 
provide 14 plots and new 
amenity blocks. One of the 
existing plots will be re¬ 
tained. 

Planning permission has 
been granted for the work 
to go ahead after the coun¬ 
cil secured funding from the 
Homes and Communities 
Agency. 

In a design and access 
statement lodged in support 
of the bid, Steph Jackson, 
head of commercial service 
for Shropshire Council, said: 
“As a result of an award of 
further funding from the 
Homes and Communities 
Agency this year, Shrop¬ 
shire Council is proposing 
the redevelopment of 12 
existing pitches/plots at the 
gipsy and traveller site at 
Park Hall near Oswestry, 
reconfiguring the site within 
its present boundaries to 
provide 14 new plots and 
retain one existing single 
block. 

“Each of the new pitches 
will provide for one fam¬ 
ily, with a concrete hard 
standing for a caravan and 
overall hard surfacing for 
associated parking. Individ¬ 
ual amenity block facilities 
will provide kitchen, bath¬ 
room and daytime living 
facilities for the residents.” 

The site has been in use 
since 1980 and currently 
has 13 plots including six 
double amenity blocks and 
one single. The plans are 
to redevelop the 12 origi¬ 
nal plots and build of new 
amenity blocks within the 
existing site boundaries. 
The current single amenity 
block and one of the pitches 
will be retained within the 
new scheme. 

Road bridge is 
to be closed to 
allow repairs 

A ROAD bridge on the edge 
of St Martins near Oswestry 
is to close for essential re¬ 
pairs later this month after 
part of the wall collapsed. 

Ivy House Bridge, which 
carries the Pentre to Pen-y- 
Bryn road, is to be closed to 
traffic on Monday for up to a 
week to enable repairs to be 
carried out to it. 

The work will involve 
general maintenance and 
rebuilding the bridge’s par¬ 
tially collapsed training wall 
to the upstream end. 

Shropshire Council cab¬ 
inet member Claire Wild 
said: “Unfortunately, due 
to the narrow nature of the 
bridge, it is not possible to 
carry out the proposed work 
safely without closing the 
bridge to traffic. 

“This is essential work 
which needs to be carried 
out.” 

Access over the bridge for 
pedestrians and dismounted 
cyclists will remain availa¬ 
ble throughout the proposed 
work. 

When the bridge is closed, 
traffic will be diverted via 
Pen-y-Bryn and Ifton.

“It would be very easy to get used 
to the way of life as a former service¬ 
man,” he said. 

“The accommodation was very sim¬ 
ilar to an army living block and the 
restaurants like the canteen. 

“On November 1 and 2, I will be 
coming back to Shropshire to take part 
in Paralympic training at the National 
Sports Centre in Lilleshall. 

“It will be good to be back in Shrop¬ 
shire and I hope to get the chance to 
meet up with family, including my 
brother, who is in the forces and sta¬ 
tioned in the county.” 

Mr Hall was left paralysed from 
the chest down after falling during an 
army assault course, breaking his neck 


and back in numerous places. He says 
sport has helped in played a vital role 
in his recovery. 

As well as now being a qualified ar¬ 
chery coach he competes at shooting, 
has taken part in three half Ironman 
triathlons and in 2013 hand cycled 445 
miles from Edinburgh to London. 

Mr Hall recently returned to St 
Martins to formally open the village’s 
new look school. 

The school was formed after the 
merger of the village’s Rhyn Park 
secondary and Ifton Heath primary 
schools. 

Mr Hall was guest of honour and 
paid tribute to the work carried out to 
bring the new school to fruition.

“From Aberdaron in 
Gwynedd to Skenfrith in 
Monmouthshire communi¬ 
ties will have the option of 
accessing fast fibre broad¬ 
band. This is a tremendous 
achievement and excellent 
news for businesses and 
households. 

“By the time the Super¬ 
fast Cymru programme is 
completed in spring 2016 
Wales will be one of the 
most highly connected coun¬ 
tries in Europe with 96 per 
cent of premises able to ac¬ 
cess faster internet speeds.” 

The Superfast Cymru 
programme involves laying 
17,500kms of optical fibre 
cable. 

It has also seen the in¬ 
stalling of around 3,000 
new green roadside cabinets 
across Wales. 

So far more than 230,000 
homes and businesses have 
access to fibre broadband 
and work has already begun 
in every single local author¬ 
ity area in Wales with ap¬ 
proximately 400 engineers 
having worked more than 
400,000 hours on the pro¬ 
ject.

“Generally, the jobs mar¬ 
ket is buoyant,” she said. 
“We ran jobs fairs in the 
last month in Shrewsbury, 
Telford, Whitchurch and 
Bridgnorth, and in total 
1,660 people attended them, 
and there were 140 employ¬ 
ers representing 804 job 
vacancies from retail, care, 
hospitality, manufacturing, 
logistics and office admin. 

“There were 2,235 18 to 
24-year-olds out of work 
last September, and 1,445 
last month. We have seen a 
one per cent reduction last 
month and 35.3 per cent in 
the last year, and a 53 per 
cent reduction since April 
2009 when the recession 
was at its height. We have 
big employers in Telford & 
Wrekin taking people on.”

Gamekeepers can shoot 
themselves in the foot 



ALONG with a plethora of wild¬ 
life art volumes, natural history 
guides and various animal pho¬ 
tography tomes, not to mention 
a handful of Beatrix Potter first 
editions, some of my most treas¬ 
ured books are those on hunting 
and shooting. 

Admittedly these are mostly around 
50-100 years old, but nonetheless 
my choice of subject may sound odd 
coming from someone who enjoys the 
countryside for its living creatures. 
The activity of hunting was of course 
essential to our survival and evolu¬ 
tion, but with modern day farming 
and agriculture, comes the fact that 
hunting for food is redundant. Where 
then does that leave hunting? It is now 
considered a sport and is carried out 
purely for pleasure. The end result of 
a hunt is that an animal or animals is/ 
are killed and that to me to a greater 
or lesser degree equates to ‘killing for 
pleasure’. This I wholeheartedly disa¬ 
gree with. 

Stalking an animal by using fieldcraft is 
a different matter, as is the ‘thrill of the 
chase’, which I feel quite often, but for me 
it’s the camera trigger that is touched off. 
Where I feel slightly uneasy is ‘hunting and 
shooting for game management’. Safari 
hunting for big game is, again, something 
I disagree with but what would the alter¬ 
native to a hunting block be? Urban devel¬ 
opment? Deforestation and loss of natural

habitat? Poaching? Almost certainly all of 
these. And therefore until photo-tourism is 
brought into that area, I have to consider 
hunting as a lesser of two evils. 

But back to the UK. One of the most 
famous of the game birds in this country 
and county, is the red grouse. The birds are 
now absent in areas where they were once 
common. The main reasons put forward for 
the decline include a loss of heather due to 
overgrazing, the creation of new conifer 
plantations and a decline in the number of 
upland gamekeepers. This last point is an 
argument for game management through 
shooting, surely? But upland gamekeepers, 
or at least some of them, have been foolish 
enough to shoot themselves in the foot. 

Along with the splendid red grouse, came 
their equally splendid predators, the hen 
harriers. As soon as gamekeepers realised 
that these birds of prey took a red grouse 
from time to time, they mercilessly began 
illegally shooting and poisoning them. It’s 
a well-known story by now. This creates 
a complete mess for the naturalist. Many 
moorland habitats have now disappeared 
and with them have gone all wildlife. But 
some remain.Perhaps the best example of 
one of these is the Stiperstones Reserve run 
by the Wildlife Trust. Here you can see the 
red grouse.You might also see a hen harrier.

Drive tests are 
held in spite of 
strike by staff 

DRIVING tests went ahead in Oswestry despite civil serv¬ 
ants going on strike in the latest round of industrial action 
by public sector workers in protest at government policies. 

Some staff in courts, museums, driving test centres, job 
centres, ports and airports across the UK walked out for 24 
hours on Wednesday last week in a long-running dispute 
over job losses, pay cuts and pension increases. 

But the effect of the action by the Public and Commercial 
Services Union was patchy. All tests at Telford, Whitchurch 
and Oswestry went ahead as planned. At Shrewsbury, 13 
tests went ahead, and 10 were cancelled. 

A test centre spokesman said: “We are rearranging the 
cancelled tests for the earliest possible date, at no extra 
cost to the candidates. We are very sorry for any incon¬ 
venience.” 

Telephone numbers for job centres in Shropshire were 
ringing out during the strike action. However a statement 
from the Department of Works and Pension said: “The 
DWP is prepared for any strike action. We have success¬ 
fully managed several recent periods of industrial action 
with minimal disruption.” 

The Public and Commercial Services Union said many 
civil servants will have suffered a 20 per cent cut in their 
incomes by next year because of frozen wages and increased 
pension contributions since the coalition came to power. 

A series of national and local walkouts have been held 
over the past few years as part of the long-running dispute, 
which remains deadlocked. 

The stoppage followed a four-hour strike by health work¬ 
ers on Monday last week, including midwives taking action 
for the first time in their history. 

The union’s general secretary Mark Serwotka said: 
“These figures prove what people in low paid households 
already know, that the real cost of living is soaring while 
wages are being cut year after year. 

“Our action this week demands an end to these cuts that 
are slashing the public servants’ living standards at the 
same time as millionaires are handed tax cuts and tens of 
billions of pounds is stolen from our public finances every 
year through tax evasion.” 

Mr Serwotka said that the issue of low pay “will not go 
away” adding: “It is completely unacceptable that people’s 
pay has fallen since the Coalition came to power in 2010. 

“That is why this battle is so significant.”

The recently launched Citroen 
C4 Cactus looks unlike any oth¬ 
er vehicle on the roads thanks 
to its Airbump side cladding and 
a whole host of other bold de¬ 
tails.

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New Corsa is a big deal

Vauxhall this week unveiled the 
brand’s most significant car in 
years with the arrival of a new 
Corsa. 

The supermini is already the third 
best selling car in Britain but Vauxhall 
are clearly unhappy to be trailing be¬ 
hind Ford’s Fiesta and have come up 
with a real option. 

I’ve long been boring friends and work 
colleagues about the virtues of Ford’s 
amazing 1.0 litre EcoBoost so today I’m 
feeling a little smug that Vauxhall has also 
recognised its strengths and come up with 
a genuine rival with a one-litre, three cylin¬ 
der engine. 

You can chose from either 89bhp or 
113bhp engines - the 113 being the quick¬ 
est model available though a VXR is on the 
way which will develop 200bhp. 

The big news is that Vauxhall is so deter¬ 
mined to take a slice of Ford’s market that 
prices have been chopped and the 1.0 litre 
comes in £1,000 cheaper than the Fiesta 
with prices starting at just under £9,000. 

From the outside there are no dramatic 
changes in appearance but it’s under the 
bonnet that Vauxhall has concentrated ef¬ 
forts on producing improved performance, 
better fuel consumption, lower emissions 
and all at a lower price. 

Corsa still comes in three and five door 
versions. The three door is a stylish looker 
while the five door will prove more popular 
with the small family buyer. 

There are noticeable changes at the 
front with new headlamps, bonnet, grille 
and bumper derived from the Adam city 
car while inside there is a smart new centre 


console, seven-inch touchscreen system 
and a more upmarket look. Vauxhall claim 
the inside is class leading and may just be 
right. 

There’s better ride and control thanks to 
a new lower suspension system bolted on 
to the basic platform and the 113bhp 1.0-li- 
tre three-cylinder turbo tested took just 
10.3 seconds to get from 0-62mph. 

Vauxhall claims fuel economy of 
57.6mpg and 115g/km of C02 for the 
113bhp version and 65.7mpg and 100g/ 
km for the 89bhp model. A new 1.3-litre 
CDTi diesel is the most frugal, returning up 
to 88.3mpg with tax-free emissions of 85g/ 
km. 

Three new gearboxes - a manual, an au¬ 
tomatic and an Easytronic - are available, 
with improved shift quality and providing 
greater overall efficiency. 

The New Corsa is the first small Vaux¬ 
hall to be available with the new six-speed, 
torque converter automatic transmission 
giving an increased number of ratios. 

The new Corsa has a heated front 
screen - a first for Vauxhall - and £450 
will give you an advanced parking system, 
complete with rear view cameras and side 
blind spot alerts.
